Elis Flagg Young Says the Experiment 


Is a Success. 


For the first time tn the history of the Chi- 
cago public schoole a two years’ course is 
to be offered in the high schools beginning 
Sept. 1. 

Apnouncement of the innovation will be 
made by Mre. Ella Flagg Young, superin- 
tendent of schools, in a bulletin to all prin- 
cipals and to pupils who will graduate from 
the elementary schools thie month. Im all, 
about 15,000 bulletins will be distributed. 

The purpose of the abbreviated course is 
to check the alarming tendency of sphool 
children to leave school upon graduating 
from the elementary schools, or eighth 
grade. Leese than 1 per cent of Chicago's 
school children graduate from the high 
schools, the chief reason for this being finan- 
cial inability to complete the four year@ 
course. 

Mre. Young investigated the subject for 
several months and then recommended the 
establishment of a short course.: The recom- 
mendation wae approved by the board of 
education.

Like most important laws, this one is 
the product of comproinise and concession. 
It does not contain all the provisions 


| which the most radical advocates of rail- 


road regulation deem necessary. They 
could get some satisfaction, if they chose, 
from a contemplation of the remarkable 
progress tifat has been made. Forty 
years ago the railroads were practically 
uncontrolled. Their managers believed 
they had a divine right, or at least a legal 


pleased. They looked on legislatures as 
their instruments and shippers as their 
subjects, When they got into trouble 
they might appeal to the government for 
protection, but they acknowledged no mu- 
tuality. of obligation. They had been 
given franchises to enable them to per- 
form a public service, but they denied 
that they owed anything to the public. 
There has been a wonderful revolution 
since then. It began with the revolt of 
the grangers against railroad exactions in 
the *70s. That was productive of some 
state legislation a portion of which was 
sustained by the Supreme court. But it 
was not until 1687 that congress listened 
to the demands of the people and created 
the interstate commerce commission. The 
relief that it was supposed it would give 


biguities of the law were resolved against 
the commission by the Supreme court. 
Power which it had been assumed con- 
gress had given it was denied it. | 

The commission asked congress to give 
it the power to fix a future rate which 
the Supreme court had held ft did not 
possess. The request was made again 
and agein, but it was not until.1906 that 
congress could be induced to act.

Journey Across Calabria 


by a Slow, Dirty Train. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

OCCELLA IONICA, Calabria, Italy. April 
15.—Again on the shore of the Ionian 
sea, still in Calabria, but in the province 
of Reggio. To get here has taken the 
entire day, not because the distance is 
great—700 miles—but because the train is slow.

stops at every station. It is an interesting ride, 
@ panorama always changing, always beautiful,

There are great wheat and oat fields and mead- 
ows with large herds of cattle, and willows and 
cottonwoods along the banks of streams. We 
pass through huge groves of old olive trees, 
with trunks five feet in @iameter, of gnarled 
and fantastic form. Rolano, a town of some 
importance, is sighted far back in the hills, on 
a spur déminated by an old castle-like palace. 


Rivers Walled With Masonry. 


We cross many rivers, often with gravelly 
beds hundréds of yafds wide, shut in by high 
walls of masonry to prevent overflow. We 
traverse miles and miles of perfectly level coun- 
try, with olive groves and wheat fields. The 
coastal plain narrows as we draw toward Ros- 
sano, at an elevation of 1,400 feet and four 
miles from. the railroad. Af the station. are 
several carloads of licorice root. The meadows 
are carpeted with red, yellow, blue, and pink 
flowers. We pass a fifty acre wheat field. Then 
orchards of pear and fig trees. Next a splen- 
did young olive grove, planted in wheat. Next 
comes a vineyard. 

For-the first time we see a farm house, of 
rough brick andof two stories, with the ever 
present ugly holes in the walls where the scaf- 
folding rested. We are now opposite Cape Tri- 
anto, on. the south shore. of the guif of Ta- 
rentum. From. here to Cotrone we “hug the 
shore, with the sea dazzlingly blue. Snow 
capped mountains ‘are in sight and behind, 
across the valley of the Crati, a great amphi- 
theater of snowy mountains. Next comes a 
hundred acre olive grove and wheat field. Men 

are plowing with two oxen and a crooked stick. 
In the meadow is a flock of a hundred sheep.

The market opened steady at an advance of 
1@4 points. There was some early irreguilar- 
ity, but recent sellers showed disappointment 
over the failure of. the action of the federa! 
grand jury to weaken the determination of 
old crop bulls, and with many bullish private 
reports reaching the trade as to new crop 
conditions prices gradually worked higher. 

The weather mep showed conditions believed to 
be favorable for an early resumption of field work 
in the eastern belt, but private wires indicate that 
grass and weede had secured a big start while 
the forecast was for a renewal of unsettled weath- 
er and showers in that section. Advices from the 
southwest, on the other hand, claimed that Texas 
was badly in need of rain and the high tempera- 
tures reported in some sections of that territory 
seemed to be making a bullish impression on senti- 
ment. At any reals offerings in the local market 
were light and during the afternoon the market 
sold up to a net advance of about 14@721 points. 
The close was within a point or two of the best.
